is  The  IOC  Constitution  Valid? 
Trial  Is  Scheduled  For  Monday 


A resquest  that  a trial  be  held 
concern  ing  Inter-organization 
Council  Constitution  that  was  re- 
cently vetoed  by  ASBYU  Presi- 
dent Bruce  Olsen  was  considered 
in  a Supreme  Court  hearing  held 
Saturday  at  7 p.m. 

The  request  for  the  trial  was 
granted  and  will  be  held  Monday 
at  8 p.m.  in  438  Y Center. 

L.  LARRY  BOOTHE,  special 
interest  president  of  IOC  last 
year,  claims  that  Senate  Presi- 
dent Vince  Breglio  was  in  error 
when  he  submitted  the  IOC  Con- 
stitution in  the  form  of  a Senate 
bill  to  Pres.  Olsen  for  his  ap- 
proval. 

Defending  the  ASBYU  will  be 
Attorney  General  David  C.  Hoop- 
es.  He  will  uphold  Pres.  Breglio’s 
and  Olsen'  actions  by  citing  pro- 
visions concerning  the  operation 
of  the  Senate  in  the  ASBYU  Con- 
stitution and  Senate  rules. 

IN  THE  CASE,  Boothe  vs,  AS- 
BYU, Hoopes  will  request  that 
the  Supreme  Court  uphold  the 
action  of  Breglio  in  foi'warding 
the  bill  for  Pres.  Olsen’s  signature 
and  Pres.  Olsen’s  right  to  sign  or 
veto  the  bill. 

Following  the  hearing  Satur- 
day, Hoopes  commented  that  “if 
the  Supreme  Court  uphold  the 
legality  of  Pres.  Olsen’s  veto  of 
the  bill  to  approve  the  IOC  Con- 
stitution, then  it  must  also  de- 
clare null  and  void  any  and  all 
actions  by  the  IOC  Board  to  this 
date.  Before  the  IOC  may  become 
operative  and  try  violating  organ- 
izations within  its  council,  the 


Senate  must  override  Pres.  Ol- 
sen’s veto  by  a two-thirds  major- 
ity of  its  membership.” 

ANOTHER  POINT  IN  question 
is  whether  or  not  the  IOC  was 
functional  during  the  three  weeks 
its  con.stitution  was  being  worked 
on  by  the  Senate. 


An  injunction  was  issued  to 
the  Senate  preventing  them  to 
override  Pres.  Olsen’s  veto  for 
one  week. 

The  decision  of  the  Court  will 
have  a direct  bearing  on  the  re- 
cent action  of  the  IOC  Board  to 
abolish  the  Norsemen.

Lift  Truck  Operator  Killed  In  Accident 


PRO'V'O  (AP) — The  operator  of 
a lift  truck  was  crushed  to  death 
Friday  afternoon  when  the  mach- 
ine tipped  over  and  pinned  him  to 
the  ground. 

He  was  identfied  by  Provo  as 
Keith  White  Sharp,  32,  whose 
address  was  given  as  1376  E. 
5935  S.,  Salt  Lake  City. 

He  was  an  employee  of  Garff, 
Rybertg  and  Garff  Construction 
Co.,  and  was  working  at  the  site 
of  a new  physical  education 
building  at  Brigham  Young  Uni- 


versity. 

Police  reported  that  Sharp  was 
hoisting  mixed  concrete  to  an 
upper  floor  of  the  new  build- 
ing when  the  accident  occurred 
just  after  5 p.m. 

The  machine  apparently  was  on 
uneven  ground,  police  said,  and 
tipped  over  when  the  victim  hoist- 
ed a load  into  the  air. 

Sharp  was  thrown  from  the 
machine  which  then  rolled  on 
him.  He  was  pronounced  dead  on 
arrival  at  Utah  Valley  Hospital. 


on  time  without  needing  a siren 
and  a flashing  red  light,  and  with- 
out meriting  the  attention  of 
those  who  do  have  much  equip- 
ment,” commented  Louis  C. 
Lundstrom,  director  of  General 
Motors  Proving  Grounds. 

“DON’T  MAKE  your  schedules 
so  tight  that  you  can’t  afford 
the  unexpected  delays  in  traffic,” 
he  added. 

• The  most  direct  route  is  not 
always  the  safest,  quickest  or 
easiest,  Mr.  Lundstrom  observed. 
A reasonably  direct  route  with 
the  fewest  obstacles  and  trouble 
spots  is  the  fastest  and  safest. 

AVOID  A ROUTE  with  many 
rail  road  crossings,  congested 
areas,  unsignalized  intersections 
with  major  highways,  high  ac- 
cident locations,  difficult  left- 
turn  situations  and  other  such 
trouble  spots. 

The  driver  of  a car  should  re- 
member that,  in  today’s  traffic 
conditions,  even  momentary  inat- 
tention may  cause  trouble.  He 
should  discipline  himself  to  avoid 
distractions. 

A DRIVER  can  talk  with  his 
passengers  without  taking  his 
eyes  from  the  road,  and  he  should 
avoid  gazing  longingly  at  some- 
thing ( or  somebody)  passing  by. 

He  must  also  resist  the  tend- 
ency of  being  lulled  into  an  un- 
alert  state  of  mind  by  the  fact 
that  the  route  is  a familiar  one. 

One  should  limit  the  load  to 
his  car’s  intended  capacity  and 
try  to  have  enough  room  so  that 
everyone  can  be  comfortable. 

CROWDING  CAN  critically 
interfere  with  the  driver’s  vision 
control  as  well  as  seriously  jeop- 
ardizing passengers  in  the  event 
of  a sudden  stop  or  minor  collis- 
ion. 

Rides  may  be  scarce,  and 
everyone  may  think  he  has  much 
to  take  home  with  him.  However, 
he  needn’t  compete  with  the  New 
York  subwaj’  at  rush-hour  or  the 
Smith  Fieldhouse  during  game 
time  by  over-crowding  his  car. 

BE  CAREFUL  where  books 
and  other  articles  are  placed  when 
loading  the  car.  Never  stack 
heavy  articles  on  the  rear  win- 
dow shelf.  A sudden  stop  could 
bring  them  hurtling  forward  and 
inflict  painful  and  serious  injur- 
ies. 

When  preparing  for  your  vaca- 
tion, know  in  advance  the  route 
you’ll  be  taking.  Study  any  maps 
you’ll  be  using.  Be  sure  the  car 
is  in  good  working  order,  all 
tires  safe,  and  the  tank  full  of 
gas.  Many  routes,  especially  those 
on  the  Interstates  system,  bypass 
cities,  so  pre-plan  stops  for  rest, 
food,  fuel  and  lodging.  Be  sure 
you  are  well  rested  before  start- 
ing your  trip.

I would  certainly  like  to  know 
how  a book  like  The  Family  of 
Man  got  on  the  bookstore  display 
counter.  After  thumbing  through 
it,  I was  impressed  that  this  book 
is  actually  pornography  under 
cover,  under  the  cover  of  sweet 
sayings  and  Bible  quotations. 

I cannot  understand  how  BYU 
could  let  such  literature  as  Tlie 
Family  of  Man  be  distributed  to 
students.  The  price  isn’t  worth  it- 
mentally  or  spiritually.  For  $.50 
more,  a student  can  subscribe  to  a 
.school  year’s  sub-scription  of 
“The  Improvement  Era.” 

Incidently,  one  of  the  current 
goals  of  the  Communist  Party  is 
to  “break  down  cultural  stand- 
ards of  morality  by  pvromoting 
pornography  and  obscenity  in 
books,  magazines,  motion  pict- 
ures, radio  and  television.”  (W. 
Cleon  Skousen,  The  Naked  Com- 
munist). 

In  my  opinion.  The  Family  of 
Man  is  a propagandistic  demoral- 
ization device,  emphasizing  sex 
and  degeneracy.  There  is  hardly  a 
picture  there  that  depicts  what 
America  really  is.

The  J.  Reuben  Clark  Jr.  Library 
is  adding  its  500,000th  volume  to 
a rapidly  growing  collection,  an- 
nounced Dr.  S.  Lyman  Tyler,  libr. 
ary  director. 

The  new  addition,  “Indian  Art 
in  Middle  America,”  by  Frederick 
J.  Dockstader,  is  one  evidence  of 
the  rapid  expansion  in  the  library. 


“WE  ARE  BUILDING  a library 
collection  for  the  present  and 
future  needs  of  both  the  under- 
graduate curriculum  and  a rapidly 
growing  graduate  program,”  said 
Dr.  Tyler,  “and  our  demands  for 
a good  research  library  make  it 
desirable  that  we  reach  our  goal 
of  one  million  volumes  by  1971.” 

Principal  Karl  G.  Maeser  in  his 
first  annual  report  requested  an 
encyclopedia  and  the  standard 
works  of  the  Church  to  supple- 
ment the  library’s  collection  of 
150  volumes  at  the  Brigham 
Young  Academy.

As  Prudent 

WASHINGTON,  (AP)  — Presi- 
dent Johnson  assesses  the  newly 
announced  abolition  of  the  Army 
Reserve  organization  as  “prudent 
and  wise.”  But  a reserve  officer 
spokesman  demands  a thorough 
investigation — and  says  the  Air 
Force  Reserves  will  be  next  to  go. 

THEiSE  contrasting  views  of 
reorganization  plans  announced 
Saturday  by  Secretary  of  De- 
fense Robert  S.  McNamara  were 
disclosed  in  an  excliange  of  let- 
ters between  Johnson  and  Rear 
Adm.  Edgar  H.  Reeder,  President 
of  the  Reserve  Officers  Associa- 
tion of  the  United*  States. 

The  ROA  has  denounced  Mc- 
Namara’s plans  to  abolish  the 
Army  Reserve  organization,  plac- 
ing some  reserves  in  the  National 
Guard  and  relegating  others  to 
inactive  status.  Reeder  wrote 
Johnson  asking  that  he  inter- 
vene. 

IN  A REPLY  dated  Dec.  12 
and  made  public  Sunday  by  the 
ROA,  Johnson  wrote: 

“.  . . As  you  know,  this  pro- 
posal was  made  by  the  Secretary 
and  the  Chief  of  Staff  of  the 
Army  and  approved  by  the  Sec- 
retary of  Defense.  I am  sure  you 
share  my  belief  in  economy  in 
government  and  maximum  com- 
bat readiness  for  our  forces,  and 
I know  that  you  will  agree— 
when  you  are  fully  acquainted 
with  the  nature  of  the  realign- 
ment— that  this  move  is  both 
prudent  and  wise. 

“With  this  in  mind,  I will  ask 
the  Department  of  Defense  to 
contact  you  shortly  to  brief  you 
on  these  matters.” 

In  a reply  drafted  Sunday, 
Reeder  rejected  the  President’s 
evaluation  of  the  move.

WASHINGTON,  lAP)  — The 
United  States  will  insist  on  hav- 
ing a veto  over  use  of  any  nu- 
clear force  created  by  the  Atlantic 
Alliance  at  this  time  but  would 
consider  placing  full  authority 
in  European  hands  at  a future 
date. 

MCGEORGE  BUNDY,  special 
assistant  to  President  Jghnson  on 
National  Security  affairs,  made 
this  clear  Sunday.

PROVO,  (AP)-^A  two-mile  gon- 
dola lift  will  provide  a breath- 
taking ride  to  a new  year-round 
ski  and  summer  recreation  area 
planned  in  the  mountains  south- 
east of  Provo. 

ANNOUNCEMENT  of  the  new 
Four  Seasons  Resort  was  made 
during  the  weekend  in  a meet- 
ing attended  by  community  and 
civic  leaders  from  central  Utah 
communities. 

The  gondola  will  rise  from  a 
base  station  located  between 
Provo  and  Springville.  It  will 
have  a vertical  lift  of  nearly  one 
mile  and  will  carry  passengers  to 
the  top  of  South  Buckley  Moun- 
tain and  an  8,000  acre  recrea- 
tional area. 

LOUIS  E.  CRANDALL,  Provo, 
president  of  Four  Seasons,  Inc., 
said  a complete  Alpine  shopping 
village  will  also  be  constructed 
atop  South  Buckley  along  with  a 
system  of  chair  and  T-bar  lifts 
which  will  provide  access  to  nov- 
ice. intermediate  and  advanced 
ski  slopes. 

He  noted  that,  because  of  the 
gondola  lift,  visitors  to  the  rec- 
reational area  will  not  have  to 
travel  on  mountain  roads. 

“UPON  arriving  at  the  summit 
overlooking  Utah  Valley,”  he  said, 
“visitors  will  have  the  option  of 
skiing,  sightseeing,  hiking, 
jusi  relaxing  in  the  shops  and 
restaurants  of  a romantic  moun- 
tain village.” 

The  first  chair  lift,  he  said,  will 
transport  skiers  from  South 
Buckley  to  North  Buckley.  Other 
chair  lifts  will  extend  from  South 
Buckley  to  Horse  Mountain  and 
to  Boardman  Springs  some  two 
miles  away. 

JUNIOR  BOUNOUS,  Provo, 
technical  adviser  to  Ski  Magazine 


and  director  of  the  Sugar  Bowl 
Basin  Ski  School  in  California, 
said  the  altitude  of  the  proposed 
resort  puts  it  in  an  ideal  loca- 
tion for  powder  snow.  He  also 
said  skiing  should  be  possible 
during  five  months  of  the  year. 

Crandall  said  a November  1968 
date  has  been  set  for  completion 
of  the  $2  million  first  stage.  This, 
he  explained,  will  include  the  gon- 
dola lift,  Alpine  Village  and  chair 
and  T-bar  lifts. 

JACKSON  B.  Howard,  Provo, 
Four  Seasons  board  chairman, 
said  the  development  will  be 


rather  than  strictly  a commer- 
cial venture.” 

Pie  said  97  percent  of  the  stock 
will  hopefully  be  owned  by  cen- 
tral Utah  residents  and  local  men 
will  generally  be  board  members 
of  the  corporation.
